Eke Fire* llelleved to Have Been Started 
at the Beqaeet of Preeldeat Satosaoa. 

gteaoaboat Dumed — Other Fires. 

Santiaoo bit CiTDA, Aug. I.— Tbe steam- 
ship ViUaverrU* has brought full tidings of 
the great inoendiary flras that have swept 
Portaa Friaos, tba oapltal ot Hayti, on tha 
4tbaad Tth iasi As rsported previously, 
the fire commenced In the cfaambre des 
deputes on the afternoon ot July 4, tbe tml- 
(onien and outside passages upstairs baring 
been set on tiro. 

From that point it burned down to Rue 
d' Arsenal, sweeping away the <'nuivalont of 
three squares or blocks of buildinM;^. Thi.s 
fire destroyed a part of the city UBe<l lar^idy 
for private residenrea Among tliuin were 
many valuable and tinpoiiing liiiildiii<{. Tbe 
first news recvivod here re()orto«l the los.s by 
the first fire at ♦.), 000, (X)0. It Is now known 
that tbe liri>s of both datefi deHroyed some 
eight hundred and fifty tniildingS, and that 
the loss amounts to 92,000,000. 

The tire of July 7 was in another nection 
of the '^rsennl district. It broke OUt durlng 
tbe afternoon in four different tooallttoa, 
practically at tbe same instant. 

It seems to be more than a coincidence 
that the burned district should be tbe section 
occupied by the adherents of Oen. Mani- 
gat and Senator Legitime, wbo started the 
insurrectionary movement of May and 
who have since been expelled. They were 
too dangerous for Pt«sident Salomon to 
shoot, and he sent them oft, but it is said 
that their petty adherentS'.were crowded into 
tbe prison. It is believed that Salomon's 
own pai*^ fired that section to plaale htan. 

Fire nt Mansneld, Ohio. 
Mansfikli), O., Aug. 1.— The new five- 
story building of P. Biasmao 8c Company, 
wholesale grocers, and largest in tbe city, 
waa gutted by fire at about 12 o'clock Mon- 
day night. The fire originate<l in tbe fifth 
story and is suppoiied to have l)een caused by 
spontaneoiLs combustion. The fourth and 
fifth atoritf, are a complete lofcs. Tbe loss ia 
variously eKtirnated at from 1 100.000 to 1120,- 
(KX). Insurance on building, tl5,000; on 
stock, (<K),000. The firm had about ttOO,OUO 
worth of goods oa hand aBd did d bwlaasa 
of IW.OOO per mo nth.

hetondiagupon a iiirtttertlmt is being dis- 
cusaed considerably just now— the ques- 
tion of wagea paid in tbe Mayavillo Oot> 
ton Mills— bis reply to the Telegram is 
given iu full. lie said: "I believe in 
low taxes. As tar aa my trade is con- 
cerned I believe we can make shoes in 
the United States cheaper than anywhere 
under tbe sun. I went through the fac- 
tory of Charles Felton, at Ashland, Mass., 
and made an estimate myself. They 
were making there two hundred and fifty 
doaaii paira of Icid boots per day at a 
small fraction oyer 10 cents per pair. Of 
OOUm it was nil done by inacliinery. All 
thia tariff quoation I consider a bagalnx) 
to digtraet tha attention of worklngmen 
from other things. 

"Talk al)ont your cheap labor of £u- 
ropa. I wag In Kantndiy a ahort ttma 
ago and found men working at 05 cents a 
day on a farm in the southwest part of 
Boone Ooanty. I waa in Jaauary'a cot- 
ton factory in Mayarilla, Ky., and found 
grown men working for $4.80 cents a 
waA— twalTe honra a day. I asked a 
yoang fallow to aign hia name and he 
aaid : ' Exensa me, I can not write.' I 
asked him other questions and hft r^ 
plied : ' I waa born bara. I ana aow 
twenty-two yeara old and I hare worked 
in the factory since I was seven.' He 
waa making $4.80, only, a week, waa 
married and hia wife waa working in the 
factory. Of the two hundred hands in 
tbe factory there not five outside of the 
foramaa wa** making $1.15 a day. 

" Three men called on me about four 
weeka ago, brass workera, who had come to 
thia ooantry. Thay ware aaakiag work 
ami I told them brass workers here had 
struck for fifty-six bonrs a week, and I 
asked them how many bonrs they werked 
in tbe old country. One of them, a 
Scotchman from Edinburg, said fifty-four, 
and tbe Irishman had worked fifty-six 
hours a weeic They told me they earned 
trom one poand ten to two ponnda. That 
in our money would be from $7.50 to $10. 
They paid ten ahillings for board, being 
as good aa they bad been getting hara. 
Even if there had been no objection to 
their working here, their condition would 
hava boas vary little better than la tha 
old country. They had tramped half 
way acroaa tbe continent and here was 
tha fliat chanoathoy hadtogat a Job and 
they would have to take the bread and bat- 
ter out of some other body's mouth. That 
wu tba way they put it. They had got 
what we were fighting for bat ooold not 
get— fifty-six hours a week." 

In addition to Mr. Cavanaagh'a opinion 
of the Mills bill, tbe Telegram gave tha 
following : " E. L. Hutchins, Secretary 
of the Workingmen's Prohioilioa Club, 
said : I think the Mills bill will have a 
good effect. I am in favor of admitting 
free clothing, and all the neceHsaries of 
life, and raw material, and of cutting 
down dntica to therery loweat point that 
will raiHe the necessary raraniM raquirad 
t o run the government. 

"H.O.Traphagen, Aetiag8eoratary Di» 
trict 4S, K. of fi : I am not one of ihrm\ 
who believe that hiuh taxation is good 
for tbe peopla. I think low taxation ben- 
eficial. I c.tn see that the rich people 
may readily be made richer by liigh 
protaction."

Teweis Which Control tlie Mystle Omgon 
of Wind and Water. 
AH the pagodas I saw in Japan were gen- 
erally built in ten storias, with very fine 
dark red wuud w wk and harmonious gray 
tiles, while beneath the shadow of aaoh pro- 
jectliagroof are Innumarable boldly oarrad 
dragon^ beads peering from bensath tbe 
eaves and panels of fine wood caning ba- 
tween tbe storlaa Tbe summit Is tnvarlablv 
crowned by an bonorlBo tjtcibtA la metal, 
consisting of ntaie rings, dUs or enpolas as 
the cast may be, pQod one abov* tlie other. 
On further examination we diall find that 
these rings and thsse aooonmlatsd raofk arc 
devel<4>nMnts of the aaaaa original eimplo 
emblem. 

With regard to the oonstmetlon of ttMse 
towers there are instanoss In which the 
pagoda is of solid masonry throughout, but 
far more frequently it consists of two towers, 
one wittiin tba other, and b e t wee n them 
winds a spiral staircase which leads to tbe 
summit. In this case the iimer tower ia 
generally divided into as many rooms as 
there are stoves, the lower floor forming the 
temple wherein is placed the relic shrine, 
which. Id somo cases, is a miniature pag^a, 
while the walls around are adorned with 
numerou.s ima^i^ <>f Buddha. 

In many ca.sos we find a pft(?od» erected 
within the (viiit of a liuildblst temple aa the 
storehouse of itr rolit^. Tbe honor thus due 
to Buddha war extended to such of his priests 
as were most distinguished for their learning 
anil ili-votjon, go that in many coses pagodas 
were erect<xi to contain the ashes saved from 
the funeral pyra 

In later times, howisver, this primary pur- 
pose seems to have been al>andoDed and 
many of the more recent pagodaf are said to 
have been built on the ancient model, bvl 
solely with a view to geomantic influenoes, 
the tall towers t>eing supposed to have some 
mysterious effect on that strange, undefln»- 
ble fung shui— the mystic spirit of the dra- 
gon who rules over wind and water and who 
controls all human destinies. Several of the 
flnoHt nine storiud pago<la8 in the neighbor- 
hood of Canton have been erected solely for 
this purixwe, in the belief that by their 
means lurking evils would be dispelled and 
tbe general peace aud prosperity of tbe prov - 
ince insure*! 

Not only Is tbe fertility of the fields thus 
provided for, but even the learning and gen-
